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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1,12, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Olson et al (US Patent No. 6,484,222) herein after referred to as Olson in view of 
Yeh (US Patent No. 6,275,950). 

Olson teaches the claimed invention comprising: 

A bridge (75); 

A first bus coupled to the bridge (85); 

A clock generator [(77), Column 5, lines 9-11]; 

Olson does not teach a first multiplexer coupled to the clock generator. 

Yeh teaches a multiplexer (401) coupled to the clock generator, wherein the 
multiplexer is configured to pass one of four clock signals from the clock generator to 
the PCI slot [Column 2, lines 33-34] to regulate the clock signals of the chipset on the 
PCI add-on cards to be synchronous to the computer signals of the system chipset so 
that the add-on cards match the PCI slots [Column 1 , lines 44-47]. At the time of the 
invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to include a 
multiplexer as taught by Yeh in the invention taught by Olson. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 4, 8, 13, 18, 23 and 24 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claims 2 and 13, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest the bridge is 
configured to receive from the clock generator a third clock signal which is in phase with 
and at a same frequency as the first clock signal. 

Regarding claim 4, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest the multiplexer is 
configured to receive a select signal from the bridge. 

Regarding claims 8 and 18, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest a second bus 
coupled to the bridge. 

Regarding claim 23, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest each of the buses is 
a secondary PCI bus and a secondary PCI-X bus. 

Regarding claim 24, the prior art fails to disclose or suggest the bridge comprises 
a PLL circuit which is configured to receive a third clock signal from the clock generator 
which is in phase with and at a same frequency as the first clock signal.
